Nothing Left Undone 
for 
the Guests. 


American 
Flag at the Entrance 
Greets Mr. Morgan Decorations 
in Lanterns and Greens. 


The very heavy downpour 
of rain 
early last evening did not for one mo- 
ment dampen the determination on the 
part of hundreds 
of people to attend 
the State reception given in the Exec- 
utive Building to Senator Morgan of 
Alabama, who will today return to his 
home, nor did it spoil the spirit of the 
occasion. Of course, there was the dis- 
agreeable part of getting to and from 
the reception and also the extinguish- 
ing of many of the Japanese 
lanterns 
hung 
about 
the yard. 
Beyond that, 
there was just a slight delay in the ar-

were not lighted at all, 
on account of the rain. 
Both the upper and lower balconies 
of the Executive Building were lined

creamery 
butter, 
it 
would 
be 
interesting 
to 
know what 
becomes of this elegant 
preparation 
of 
axle-greas- e. 
In some portions of the United States 
there is a law against selling oleomar- 
garine unless it is plainly stamped. In 
Ontario the manufacturers 
are obliged 
to 
color 
their product 
pink, 
and 
In 
this way it has been driven out of the 
market 
The imitation 
may be better 
than some qualities of butter, but here 
in Honolulu, where there are no dis- 
tinguishing 
marks, it is Impossible to 
tell poor butter from good oleo, except 
by the effect it may have upon the 
system. 
Who knows but that 
some 
member of the Legislature 
may intro- 
duce a bill to regulate the sale of this 
stuff in the Islands.

CROWDED 


J. sO. Carter 
Tells What 
Rocks to Avoid. 


Resolutions 
Adopted Refused the 
Press 
Will be Sent to 
Washington. 


The 
meeting on Pal 
ace Square last night was attended by 
a large number 
ol people, estimated 
. from 
SOO 
to 
2.000, 
including 
men, 
women and children of the native Ha 
waiians, as well as a sprinkling of for- 
eigners. 
A small 
movable 
platform 
was placed in a position 
in front 
of 
the Pacific Tennis 
Club grounds, and 
here seats were placed for the speak- 
ers. 
Shortly after 7 o'clock J. K. 
as chairman of the evening, 
arose and announced 
the purpose of 
the meeting as being opposition to an- 
nexation, and to take action that Sen- 
ator Morgan could carry back to the 
"United States with him as showing the 
feeling of the native Hawaiians. 
The 
chairman 
then 
announced 
Mr. 
F. J. 
Testa, who read in both Hawaiian and 
English the memorial of 13 articles to 
the President and Senate of the United 
States, 
protesting against annexation, 
and giving reasons 
for such protest. 
The memorial is a long one, and will 
not be given to the press for publica- 
tion until after the departure 
of the 
Belgic for San Francisco with Senator 
Morgan aboard. 
Mr. J. K. Kaulia, President 
of the 
Aloha Aina Society, was then announc- 
ed. 
Mr. Kaulia defended his position 
in the matter of signing his name to 
the request, asking Senator Morgan to 
speak in Kawaiahao 
church. 
He had 
been severely criticised for his action. 
He had done it simply to get Mr. Mor- 
gan to state his side of the question, 
so that the Hawaiians 
could 
all the 
more Intilllgently discuss the situation, 
Mr. Morgan was the possessor of two 
tongues. In Kawaiahao he spoke of the 
advantages that would come to the na- 
tives through 
annexation 
just as to 
the negroes. Under Harrison's 
admin- - 
istration, 
Mr. Morgan was one of the 
men who worked to have the negroes 
expelled from America and sent back 
to Africa. 
Kalauakalani, 
President 
of the Kalal 
Aina Society, was the next to speak. 
He waved a Hawaiian flag and told the 
natives 
to remain 
solid against 
an 
nexation. 
Then he produced an Amer 
ican flag and asked the people if they 
wanted to lose sight of their own flag 
and live under the American. 
The an- 
swer came loudly in the negative. 
J. O. Carter was next introduced, and 
took the platform, with F. J. Testa as 
translator. 
Mr. Carter 
spoke as 
fol- 
lows: 


"Fellow-Citize- 
ns 
and 
Countrymen: 
Aloha oukou. It had not been my pur- 
pose to speak here tonight, but through 
the requests 
of the gentlemen 
who 
have this meeting in charge, I am here 
to make a few remarks, which I shall 
give you to the best of my ability. 
I 
want to say in prefacing my remarks 
that we are facing the gravest question 
that has ever come before the Hawai- 
ian people. 4 come, believing that if I 
have a talent I shall let you know It 
and not put it in a napkin and bury It. 
I want to say to you who are Hawai- 
ians that we are a feeble folk, but the 
people of the United States 
appreciate-th- e 
loyalty with which they have stood 
by their sovereign and their country. 
The very 
men who led the present 
movement 
to what it is, themselves 
admire the way the Hawaiian 
people 
lave stood firm. 
You have stood as you 
did 
in 
1893 
against 
annexation. 
Whether annexation 
is desirable or not 
is a question that could be ably argued 
on both sides, but I want to say that 
we have good authority against it in 
the words of the Senator from Alaba- 
ma, who said that had he been a 
Ha-waii- an 
born, he, too, would oppose an- 
nexation. 
I am afraid that those who 
are working for annexation 
have not 
looked at all sides of the question. An 
alliance with the United States means 
grave responsibilities 
for the 
Hawai- 
ian people. 
The United States of Amer- 
ica are one of the leading nations of 
the world 
a country pressing to the 
fore and striving 
to dictate terms to 
the maratime powers. 
So long as Ha- 
waii remains independent she will be 
free from all the trials that beset the 
world. I want you to imagine, if you 
can, that the United States may somo 
day be involved in war, and that, in 
the event of annexation, 
we, as an un- 
protected and 
far-o- ff 
portion of United 
States territory, will also be Involved. 
I want to say that it would be far bet- 
ter for Hawaii to remain independent 
neutral. 
I have great respect for many 
annexationists. 
I want that 
under-- , 
stood. I have less respect for others. 
I believe annexation 
to be a mistake. 
I have 
been 
told 
by annexationists 
that, without annexation,, there will be 
no Reciprocity Treaty. I know the 
' 
of the Reciprocity Treaty and 
these 
cannot 
be whistled 
down 
the 
wind. 
I do not believe it follows that 
if annexation 
fails we shall lose the 


advantages 
of reciprocal 
trade. 
We 
have no assurances that, in the event 
of annexation 
we will have the advan- 
tages 
that 
have 
accrued 
under 
the 
Reciprocity Treaty. 
The United States 
of America has instituted 
what it calls 
"reciprocal trade." 
Negotiations along 
this line are now pending with France. 
According to the importance 
of our 
trade 
will be the benefits granted 
us 
by the United States. We will give and 
they will return. 
What have we seen 
in these four short years? 
The 
Reci- 
procity Treaty, with its free sugar, un- 
der McKInley; sugar at a cent and a 
fraction 
duty under the Wilson bill; 
sugar at 2 cents and over under the 
Dlngley bill. I want to say that I do 
not believe that It is right for us to 
borrow trouble in the matter. 
Annex- 
ation will change the whole fiscal 
re- 
lations of the country. 
I want you to 
understand 
that 
increased 
taxation 
must come in the event of annexation. 
I want to speak with admiration 
of the 
men who have stood for annexation 
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and who have stood a tax of thousands 
of 
dollars 
to further annexation. 
I 
want you to bear me out that from 
Lanal 
to Kauai the people are crying 
out under the heavy taxation 
of the 
'best 
Government 
these 
Islands 
ever 
saw.' 
"I want to say to you that annexa- 
tion will revolutionize the whole labor 
system 
of the Hawaiian 
Islands. 
It 
will be said that I should be one of the 
first to favor such a move. 
We must 
have a just and humane system of un- 
derstood contract labor. I want to say 
to 
you 
that 
annexation 
means 
the 
sharpest 
kind 
of 
competition. 
Men 
will come here and undertake the me- 
chanical arts. 
I want you to under- 
stand 
that 
every 
clerk 
behind 
the 
counter 
and 
every 
one working 
for 
monthly wage, field laborers excepted, 
will feel this 
competition 
keenly. 
I 
want you to understand that the scale 
of wages in San Francisco will be the 
scale of wages in Hawaii. 
I want to 
say one more thing: 
The fortunate 
men in the labor market 
will be the 
field 
laborers. 
He will have 
protec- 
tion, for we are given to understand 
that in case of annexation 
no more 
Asiatics will be allowed in the 
coun- 
try. Just as surely as skilled labor is 
lessened, just so sure will field labor be 
Increased. I am leading up to this, 
be- 
cause people looking 
for annexation 
say it will be best for the sugar inter- 
ests. 
Now, I believe in those interests, 
but I am not ready 
to grant every- 
thing in the world to them. 
I have 
wondered, 
and 
sometimes 
thought, 
what annexation 
would do is not all 
ventilated. 
We should think what will 
become of us when we have to shoulder 
the burden of tariff, such as the Ding 
ley tariff. The same tariff is denounced 
alike by 
protectionists, 
fair 
traders 
and free traders. 
Most of the articles 
from England, France, Germany, Chi 
na and Japan will be increased to you, 
on account of that tariff. 
I very much 
fear the question 
of annexation 
has 
not been considered as it ought to be. 
When the Senate of the Republic of 
Hawaii met last month it took a very 
short time to ratify the Treaty of An 
nexation. 
Nothing was said of the ad- 
vantages or disadvantages. 
I want 
to 
say to you that as a Hawaiian, I am 
indignant 
at the 
action 
which 
took 
place here on the 17th of January, 1M6 
As an offspring of American parents I 
am ashamed of that action. 
I believe 
that all that has followed that fatal 
day 
all that has been laid upon us 
during 
the last four years 
was 
be- 
cause of a false step taken 
on that 
day. It seems to me that all that has 
been undertaken 
by the present 
Gov- 
ernment has been because the men in 
power took counsel of their fears and 
not their 
good judgment 
If there 
is 
one thing I admire more than another 
in the Hawaiians, it is the patience 
that has been shown by them Under 
wrong. 
I want to say now that your 
patience must surely be rewarded soon- 
er or later. 
I want to say that if jus- 
tice and truth be not crushed to earth 
and should rise again, a good time Is 
coming. 
If there are any 
weak-knee- d 
annexationists 
here, I wish 
to say: 
'Let him speak now, or forever hold 
his peace.' I would not excite passion 
or temper. I would excite in the hreast 
of all of you a righteous indignation. 
What I have said, I have said because 
I believe it, and for the purpose 
of 
giving you some food for thought 
In 
closing, I want to say to you that you 
should urge action in all lawful direc- 
tions to preserve and perpetuate 
Ha- 
waiian independence." 
This said, F. J. Testa introduced a 
resolution to the effect that the 
mass-meeti- 
approve of the memorial 
pre- 
sented at the beginning and that 
cop- 
ies be sent the President 
and Senate 
of the United States, 
as well as the 
representatives 
of America, Great Brit- 
ain, Portugal, France and Japan resid- 
ing here. 
Chairman Hookano made a few more 
remarks, proposed three cheers for the 
Hawaiian 
flag and declared the meet- 
ing adjourned.

MATHEMATICS. 


A young person desires to know, 
whether or not the study of ma- 
thematics is not carried too far in 
Oahu College. 
"We cannot answer the question, 
because we do not know how the 
Faculty rate the.iinportance of this 
study in it relation to other studies. 
We have our own opinion about 
mathematics, which must have no 
weight with this young person, be 
cause we "spise that awful science, 
just as the darkey 'spised his mule, 
when it kicked him over the fence. 


"We never understood it, because 
we were never properly instructed 
in it, 
even at Punahou 
in 
the 
"forties."' 
As the great Southern 
orator John Randolph saidhe would 
go a mile to kick a sheep, in his 
hatred 6f Xew England industries, 
we like to kick this cold blooded 
Science, though we always get the 
worst of it. 
The members of the Mathemati 
cal Convention, held in July last 
in Zurich, considered Mathematics 
to he the greatest of all sciences, 
"a spiritual 
world of pure science 
on which the sun never sets," 
as 
one of 
them 
said. 
Xow 
on the 
other hand Oliver Goldsmith said, 
"it was a science adapted 
to the 
meanest capacity. 
We recall the 
ease of a colored boy, Avho exhibit 
ed in X. C, some years ago, the 
most marvellous rifts in mathema 
tical demonstration, 
but who was 
quite uncertain which way to turn 
when it rained. 
We sent a ticket 
of admission to his exhibition, 
to 
one of the Yale Professors in ma- 
thematics, 
who 
had 
worried 
us, 
m 
past 
year 
with 
the 
request 
that 
lie 
instantly 
consult 
this 
phenomenon, 
and 
then 
resign 
his office in favor of the darkv. 
but this 
ironical 
reply was that 
"savages 
from 
the 
Sandwich 
Islands should not meddle in such 
matters." 
Emerson, 
the 
renown- 
ed philosopher 
said, 
(and it is a 
sweet morsel for us), that he had 
for 
forty-fiv- e 
years owed Harvard 
College a grudge. 
He said: 
"for 
the cruel waste of two years of 
college time on mathematics, with 
out any attempt to adapt the tasks 
to 
the capacity of the 
learners. 
Ear or no ear, you shall all learn 
music, to the waste of time and 
health of a large part of the class." 
Possibly and probably, this seri 
ous charge has less force in these 
later days. 
We notice that the 
advanced men, like President Jor 
dan, give this science much 
le"s 
prominence than it had a few years 
ago, because there are more 
valu- 
able ways of providing young peo- 
ple for the battle of life, than that 
of equipping them with an arsenal 
of 
"binomial 
theorems," 
and 
"equations." 
Our observation 
is, 
that when one gets into the many 
"Tioles" which are wisely dug for 
our discipline 
and sorrow in the 
dark highway of personal existence, 
an entire outfit of these mathema- 
tical articles or processes, are hardly 
equal to the simple instruments 
in 
the kit of a bicycle, for securing a 
victory over the "holes." 


A learned Professor of this city, 
tells us that the yellow children are 
much more proficient in the study 
of 
this 
science 
than the white 
children. There may be a profound 
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political significance in it. 
Does 


this proficiency lead to "cheap lab- 
or' which is the standing 
sorrow 
of the white race? If it does, this 
science is odious and should be ex- 
cluded from the schools. 


"We can therefore 
reply to this 
young 
person that the temperate 
use of mathematics, 
like the tem 
perate use of alcohol may aid the 
system. 
Both of them are danger- 


ous when taken in excess. 


RE1IAKKABLE 
XEGKOES. 


We do not propose to 
discuss, 
at this time, the relative merits of 
the Hawaiian and tho negro. It is 


a serious subject, and must be con- 
sidered with unusual care. 
In order to show, however, how 
little is understood, 
even in 
the 
United 
States, about the negro's 
character and possibilities, Ave men- 
tion 
several 
instances 
which 
set 
white men to thinking. 
Dr. 
Ely-de- n, 
the Liberian Minister at the 
Court of St. James, is a pure black 
with thick lips, and, we believe, 
was 
born 
in 
Philadelphia. 
His 
learning and wit were so marked, 
that during his residence in Lon 
don, he was admitted to the houses 
of the aristocracy, the swell society, 
on his merits, and had admission, 
where rich Americans were unable 
to enter. 
At a funeral service, in 
1S93, Prof. Bloominjrdile, 
a pure 
black, with wooly haft", thick lips 
and a mouth which opened from ear 
to ear, made an address which for 
originality 
of thought, purity and 
strength of diction, and simple elo- 
quence 
astonished 
his 
hearers, 
among whom were Dr. MeVicar of 
Philadelphia, 
Dr. 
McKenzie 
of 
Harvard University 
and Mr. Rob 
ert 
Ogden, 
the partner 
of 
Mr. 
John Wanamaker. 
Dr. McKenzie, 
a man of noted power, remarked 
that "Prof. Bloomingdale must be 
ranked among the finished orators 
of the country." 
Some years ago, 
General Pickett, who led the cele 
brated charge of Longstreet's corps, 
at the battle of Gettysburg, 
took 
us to a meeting, 
addressed by a 
negro 
shoemaker, 
in 
Richmond, 
Virginia. 
There could be little or 
no criticism in his choice of words, 
or in the use of figures of speech. 
"You see," said General Pickett, 
"tho most eloquent 'man in the 
State, 
and he's a d 
n nigger 
at that." 
The 
Tax Assessor 
of 
a 
city 
in 
X. 
C, 
said, 
several 
years 
ago, 
that 
the best 
cotton 
planter in the country was a pure 
black. 
He was making money on 
a thousand 
acre farm, 
while the 
white men were "starvimr." 


AVe are 
now simply 
stating 
a 
few facts out of many at hand. 
We are not trying to prove any 
proposition. 
The average 
moral 
and mental condition of the negro 
is very low. 
Yet out of this, there 
occasionally flash brilliant meteors 
of intelligence, 
that surprise 
the 
white race. 
We cite the cases of 
pure blacks only. 
The late negro 
orator, Fred. Douglass had white 
blood in liis veins. 
Booker 
T. 
Washington, 
"the foremost living 
negro," has also white blood in his 
veins.

When tho Calls speaks of the 
natives' "pitiful cry of patriotism 
for the freedom and independence 
of their country," we are vividly 
reminded, 
that in the year 
'94, 
when 
the patriots 
were earnestly 
called by their white leaders, 
to 
keep step to the death rattle of the 
Monarchy, a public meeting of tho 
Royalists' was called, to be held in 
jSTuuanu valley. 
On the same day 
and at the same hour, 
there 
was 
a horse 
race at Ivapiolani park. 
We visited both places.

that he would not be 
surprised if it were true. Of course, 
it is possible that the Xaniwa has 
landed 
a force on Xeckar Island, 
and is now fortifying it. 
Having 
consented to arbitration, 
Japan, in 
the opinion 
of the jingoes, 
will 
now throw the business overboard, 
without notice, 
and take forcible

tense 
intelligent 
energy. 
Thc-- 
organized 
Avorlc, 
Avherever 
they 
found 
it, and never 
rested until 
they 
had done that 
Avhich 
they 
intended 
to 
do. 
The 
singular 
feature of this family is, that each 
of its members 
has distinguished 
himself 
in a field different 
from 
the rest. 
As a 
member 
of the 
United 
States 
Supreme 
Court, 
Judge Field has done as much as 
any one judge to create confidence 
in that great tribunal, 
Avhich is 
more poAverful than President or 
Congress. 
David 
Dudley Field 
has given law to the English-spea- k 
ing Avorld, though his long studies 
in codes. 
He Avas for many years, 
the only American 
lawyer, 
Avhose 
reputation 
extended 
beyond 
the 
limits of the States. 
And Cyrus 
Field laid tho first Atlantic cable. 
His friends often quoted this A'erse, 
Avritten 
by 
an 
unknown 
poet, 
Avhen tho first message Avent over 
the cable. 


"World!

Is this. 
Grandly and simply sublime. 
All the Ocean abyss 
- Leaped in a second of time."

Kinley has clearly announced the 
policy of unreserved 
annexation.

Cannon intend to

Member of One of the Most Dis- 
tinguished 
Families 
In 
America. 


Dr. Heary 
M. 
Field, 
says 
Rain's 
Hot, hoMs the nnkje distinction 
of 
being tie Dean of the religious editors 
of America, on account of his 48 years 
j 
eeatinuoas 
sen-fe- 
e 
oa the New York ' 
Evangelist. 
He recently celebrated his 
75th birthday. 
He is the youngest of 
the four Field brothers, which together 
form oae of the most remarkable 
fam- 
ily quartets the world has ever seen 
the eldest being David Dudley Field. 
of whom the late Austin Abbott said: 
"He was, for a third of a eentury, the 
most commanding figure at the Ameri- 
can bar;" the second, Stephen J. Field, 
is the oldest Justice 
on the Supreme 
Cesrt o the United States, where he 
has been for 34 years, a longer period 
than aay other Judge who ever sat on 
that beach, excepting only Chief Jus- 
tice John Marshall; to the third broth- 
er, Cyrs W. Field, belongs the honor 
of OBttiag Europe and America by the 
Atlantic telegraph. 
Dr. Heary 
M. Field is the only one 
who followed 
the 
profession 
of his 
father, that of a minister. 
He was a 
pastor ia St. Louis in 1S45, when but 
years of age. After four and a half 
years 
he resigned 
and went 
to 
Eu- 
rope, where he spent a year and a 
qoarser. 
Returning 
to America, 
he 
took a charge 
in West 
Springfield, 
Mass 
for four years, when he removed 
to New York to become one of the 
editors of the Evangelist, of which he 
later became the sole proprietor. 
In the 
eourse of Dr. Field's 
long 
editorial eareer, he has made frequent 
visits to Europe, and 20 years ago trav- 
eled around 
the world. 
His journey 
was described in iVo volumes which 
have passed through 
a score of edi- 
tions. A few years later he again made 
a tour of the East, writing of the lands 
visited in greater detail. 
The 
follow- 
ing being issued in rapid succession: 
"On the 
Desert," 
"Among the Holy 
Hills," 
a 
description 
of 
Palestine; 
"The Greek Islands and Turkey, After 
the War," (with Russia in 1S77). Still 
later, other journeys 
of this insatiate 
traveler were interestingly narrated in 
"Old Spain and New Spain," 
"The Barbary Coast," and "Our 
"Western Archipelago." 
There is an air of courtliness 
and 
true gentlemanliness 
in 
Dr. 
Field's 
manner, which is as delightful as it is 
rare in these days. 
Though short In 
stature, his large head and full face 
lend him marked 
dignity. 
His voice 
is pleasing, and his words flow slowly 
and smoothly from his lips. 
In short, 
there is an indescribable aroma of cul 
ture and 
peace around 
him, 
which 
makes his presence a pleasure and a 
benediction. 
Such a man, I could not 
help thinking, 
is the glorious fruitage 
of the Christian religion when allowed 
to grow for generations 
in its fulness, 
and sweetness, and power. 
"What changes have taken place in 
Sabbath 
observance 
during 
the 
past 
half eentary-- " 
I asked 
this 
veteran 
editor and traveler. 
"I was brought up to keep Saturday 
night la the old New England way,' 
said 
Dr. 
Field 
reminiscently. 
"My 
father was a minister 
a Puritan 
of 
the Puritans, and all Saturday 
after- 
noon he would keep repeating 
to my 
brothers and myself: 
Oly sons, we are 
on the borders of holy timer 
As the 
san sank below the horizon, there was 
quiet everywhere. 
Faces were washed 
and we went to bed very early. 
The 
Sabbath was kept with a strictness not 
known 
aow-a-day- s. 
I think 
If 
my 
lather had seen any of us smiling, he 
woW have reproved us for it as not 
consistent 
with the sacredness of the 
day." 
"And how do you view the Sunday 
Meyeler' I asked, eagerly. 
"In this, as in other things, the evil 
lies in the abuse. As an exercise I be- 
lieve is it. I ride a wheel myself. Nor 
should I object to a man s riding 
to 
church 
on his bicycle if he bad no 
other way to go. But when I see young 
men and women mounting their wheels 
for a race coarse, and riding tip hill 
asd down dale, I do not like it. It 
spoils the sacredness and sweetness of 
the holy day. This Is not, for me, one 
of the modem improvements. 
If this 
be the alternative, I say give me back 
the qaiet and peace of the New Eng- 
land Sabbath as I knew it In the days 
of ray childhood. 
"My view of Sunday is that it is 
saered, as a day of rest, for both body 
and mind. 
ot only should it he de- 
voted 
to the worship of God, but to 
the cultivation 
of home, life. 
When 
the young members of the family rush 
oft right after breakfast 
to, Sunday 
school; and then hear a long sermon, 
and attend three or four services dur- 
ing the day, it becomes a kind of spir- 
itual dissipation. 
This is not the way 
to get the most of real moral uplift- 
ing. 
The Sabbath is a day for draw- 
ing closer all the ties of the family; 
for getting better acquainted 
so that 
we shall love one another more. For 
myself, I seldom attend church In the 
evening 
Decause i am. sa arfaaiauy 
overworked'durlng; 
the'-wee- 
that I am 
obliged to make Sunday a day of 
ab-sot-ate 
rest. 
Of 
course, 
those 
who 
preach cannot rest 
and that Is the one 
drawback in the life of the minister 
bet he ought to make up the loss by 
resting on Monday." 
"What are some of the causes of the 
present secularization 
of the day?" 
"Foreign 
travel is responsible for a 
good 
deal of it 
In Europe, and es 
pecially on the continent, 
the day. is 
given up to pleasure and gaiety. 
This 
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grates 
on my old Puritan habits. 
I 
would preserve the beauty of the New 
England 
Sabbath," 
he 
exclaimed, 
"There was a sweetness and purity in 
the very air in the old and 
dear-to-m- e 
metbod of keeping it. It will be a sorry 
day for America if she ever adopts the 
gaiety and frivolity of Paris and 
Vi- 
enna."

made the order of the evening. 
Quite 
a number of the members 
expressed 
their opinions freely, and the general 
feeling seemed to be that the time had 
not come for any radical 
step to be 
taken. 
It was the prevailing 
opinion 
that 
the 
present 
constitution 
made 
provision for all immediate 
needs in 
the way of change, and until 
some 
definite end, different 
from that for 
which the society now exists, could be 
proposed, there was no need of 
dis- 
turbing the present order of things. 
The constitution 
provides that any 
person "in active sympathy 
with the 
object and aims of the society" 
may 
become 
eligible to membership 
In it. 
This makes it possible for people of 
other denominations and other connec- 
tions than those represented 
by the 
immediate descendents of the mission- 
aries 
to 
become 
members. 
It 
was 
thought 
by one speaker 
that an 
at- 
tempt to combine with other bodies for 
the purpose of carrying on some com- 
mon missionary 
enterprise 
would be 
impracticable, 
as each body of Chris- 
tian workers had its own aims and ob- 
jects to pursue, and would not care to 
turn aside from these for the sake of 
other work less distinctively its own. 
Another opinion expressed was that 
there 
had 
been 
development 
and 
change in the society in various ways 
in the past, and of such development 
the 
members 
were not afraid. 
The 
constitution 
made provision for meet 
ing it. It would be better, therefore, 
to wait till in the natural order of ev 
olution some change seemed plainly to 
be called for, and then make it by a 
regular constitutional 
process. It was 
finally decided that the regular Maile 
Wreath Committee should be appoint- 
ed and that an earnest effort should 
be made to provide a program which 
would 
be 
both 
interesting 
and 
in- 
structive, and that the society go on 
according to the old order. 
The interest of the meeting was 
in- 
creased by the rendering 
of a piece of 
music 
by Miss Parmelee 
and by 
re- 
marks from Mr. and Mrs. Stewart, mis- 
sionaries on their way to China. 
On the invitation 
of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. A. Bowen, the society voted to hold 
its next meeting at their home in 
Ma-ki- ki. 


A Checkered Career. 
Daniel Aka, the young Hawaiian lad 
sentenced yesterday 
to a term of im- 
prisonment in Oahu jail on the charge 
of larceny in the second degree, has a 
very checkered career. He has made a 
confession of his shortcoming 
which 
is thought 
to be only part of what 
he has realily accomplished. 
The crime for which Aka was sen- 
tenced yesterday 
was the larceny 
of 
two razors and a clipper from Shirati, 
a Queen street barber. 
Aka's 
former 
home was in Koloa, 
Kauai, 
while 
there 
he 
robbed 
his 
grandmother, 
aunt and uncle, of vari- 
ous sums of money. Then he took $10 
from one Chinaman, 
$15 from another, 
?40 and a gold sword (a valuable heir- 
loom) from a Japanese, 
$15 from a 
poi Chinaman at Waimea. 
To show that Aka means business 
when he is at work, an incident might 
Lbe cited. When he stole Jlo from the 
rpoi 
Chinaman at Waimea, 
the 
pro- 
prietor of the place went 
to police 
headquarters 
to complain. 
While he 
was on the way Aka went 
into the 
same place again and stole a bottle of 
samshu. 
The last offense he committed 
on 
Kauai was the theft of $35 from a Jap- 
anese, an employee of Deputy Inspec- 
tor General of Schools 
T. H. Gibson, 
who was then a teacher on Kauai. 
He 
was brought to trial for this and two 
other 
charges 
were 
entered 
against 
him. Aka plead guilty to one charge, 
received a sentence of one year's 
1m-- 
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prisonment at hard labor and was not 
prosecuted 
on 
the 
two 
remaining 
charges. 
He served his sentence and 
had only been out of jail a short time 
when he was caucht 
st ealintr the 
ra-- 
zors and clippers of the Japanese 
baif 
ber. 
Aka 
is one of a family of 21. 
Of 
these 17 have died. One of his brothers 
and his uncle have both done time on 
the reef. 
Eke, the uncle, has served 
three sentences on various charges.

of people's houses and extracting there- 
from what 
cash or valuable 
articles 
that might happen to be within reach. 
It is understood that he told a friend 
sometime ago of his intention 
to "get 
ahead of the detectives" 
because he 
had been dismissed from service. From 
conversation at the same time it seem 
ed that Huihui's intention was to com- 
mit 
robbery 
indiscriminitely, 
feeling 
certain 
within himself that he never 
would 
be caught. 


Bass for Honolulu. 
The Fish Commissioners have ship 
ped to Honolulu on the sailing vessel 
Santiago, which left this city Monday, 
several cans of black bass, which were 
taken from Temescal Lake, in Berke 
ley, says the San Francisco 
Call of 
September 22d. 
This is the first shipment 
of fishes 
made on a sailing vessel to any foreign 
port by the Commission, and, conse- 
quently, they feel quite interested 
in 
the experiment. 
The captain

Tuesday morning, the 
5th, District Magistrate 
"William Har 
rison Halstead 
died suddenly at his 
residence in Waflukn of internal he 
morrhage. 
Eis unexpected death was 
a shock to his many friends.

tended Coort on Monday and was seen 
aboot town during Monday evening. 
Mr. Halstead 
was born at Kalepo-- 
lepo, Mani, some 
4 years ago and was 
the son of John Halstead; 
his mother 
was a Hawaiian 
of 
good 
family, a 
near relative of Queen 
Emma. 
In Hawaiian 
politics Mr. Halstead 
was always 
prominent, 
both 
on 
ac- 
count of his fluency in the English 
language and his knowledge of law. 
He was always a "Queen Emma" par 
tisan 
aad represented 
Maui in the 
legislature a few years ago. 
His fnneral 
took place on Tuesday 
and was conducted by officers 
of the 
Salvation Army. 
At 4 p. m. the fnneral cortege left 
the town for Kalepdepo, 
escorted by 
Hon. J. 
"W. 
Kalua, 
Circuit 
Jodse; 
Sheriff L. 3L Baldwin, Deputy Sheriffs 
Scott, and King, Judge Kaleikau, Jno. 
Richardson, Esq., Wailuku police and 
others. 
He was buried in the old churchyard 
at Kalepolepo in which village Is situ- 
ated the old Halstead homestead.
